was deposed b> h « cousin, Henry of 
Lancaster (son of t in* Black prince's 
younger brother), who took the throne 
as Henry IV. 
The 
usurper'* 
son, 
Henry 
V, conquered nearly all 
of 
Franco and died while still a young 
man. 
Hie infant son, Henry VI, was 
called king of France as well as of 
England. 
But .while Bi* was still ii 
youth Joan of Arc roused Franc** to 
cast off the British yoke. 
Then, hav­ 
ing no longer a foreign foe on whom to 
vent their aggressive, warlike tempers, 
the English turned against each other 
In a series of civil wars. 
The cftUtM of these conflicts was as 
follows: 
Henry VI 
whh weak anil 
rcnnl-lmbeclle. 
The powerful duke of 
York claimed descent from a brother 
of the Black prince older than the 
brother from whom Henry was de 
licended. 
He therefore declared him­ 
self rightful heir to the throne, and 
went to war to make good Ids title. 
His followers adopted the while rose 
as their badge, while the Lancastrians 
(Henry’s adherents) won* red rn.se**. 
The contest thus became known as 
"Tile Wars of the Roves.” It began In 
1455 and endured off and on for thirty 
years. 
The duke of York was kllh*d at the 
Battle 
of Wakefield; I IOO, but 
ids 
three sons, Edward, (leorge and lllch* 
ard, kept up the strife. 
Success fell 
first 
to one faction and then to the 
other; and 
Intervals of 
pence 
re­ 
curred; but In the main the nation 
had little breathing apace. 
Al length, 
at the battles of Barnet and of Tewkes­ 
bury, 1405 (where on both occasions 
Richard led the Yorkist's vanguard to 
victory), Edw ard wholly routed the 
Lancastrians 
and 
was 
undisputed 
king of England, with the title of Ed 
ward IV. 
His brother George, who 
had once turned traitor but hurl come 
hack to the Yorkist cause, was duke 
of Clarence, and Richard, the young 
est brother, was duke of Gloucester. 
To make E dw ard’s throne mon* se­ 
cure, Henry VI end the letter’s son, 
Edward, prince of Wales, were mur­ 
dered. 
The crime Is generally laid at 
Richard's door, as Is the subsequent 
murder of George, duke of Clarence. 
Edward IV died In 1483, leaving his 
two 
little 
sons 
under 
Richard'* 
guardianship and appointing Richard 
“Lord Protector of the Kingdom” dur­ 
ing the elder son’s minority. 
Richard thus found himself with 
only two lives between him and th** 
crown of England. 
He laid his plans 
with a demoniac Ingenuity and set 
out at once to fulfill them. 
His first 
step was to execute on various pre­ 
texts such noblemen as were adher­ 
ents of Edw ard’s two boys. 
Then, by 
lobbying, th reats and false claims, he 
caused an Irregular election to be held 
and had parliament proclaim him king. 
The two little princes, Edward's sons, 
were put out of the way, presumably 
by Richard's Hired assassins, and the 
“Lord Protector,” having waded to th** 
throne through his kinfolk’s blood, 
began his reign as King Richard HI. 
To the surprise of all, he governed the 
country Justly aud wisely. 
But the beaten Lancastrians wore 
growing restive.

RELIEF IN SOUTH 
COSTS $17,030,000 


Greatest Disaster of History but 


One of 111 Operations in 


Year of Calamity. 


Tornadoes bended the list of disas­ 
ters Which struck the United States 
iii the past year, tho report of Red 
Cross relief operations for the year 
ending June JO, showing 20 great 
Floods were second on the 
being recorded for the same 
storms. 
list, 24 
period. 
This record does not Include tho 
St. Ixonia tornado which occurred In 
the current fiscal year, as did n num­ 
ber of other storms and disasters 
since, In which the Red Cross provid­ 
ed relief. 
Included In tho list of 111 disasters 
covered by tho record of tho past 
year’s relief operations of the Red 
Cross, are earthquakes, explosions, 
mine disasters, a cloudburst, a hail­ 
storm, fires, Hoods, hurricane*, a rail­ 
road wreck, a scarlet fever epidem ic 
typhoid epidemic, tornadoes, and a 
typhoon. 
The latter occurred in the 
Philippines, but Is Included in the 
operations at home. 
In all, the Red 
Cross extended its services In 77 ma­ 
jor disasters In the United States and 
in 20 abroad, including a hurricane 
over Havana, Cuba, and tho Isle of 
linos, one in tho Bnhnmas, and oth­ 
ers through various West Indian re­ 
gions, tire In Porto Rico, another In 
Haiti, earthquakes in Armenia, Japan 
and Alim ilia, floods iii Jugo Shivia 
and Mexico. 
The organization conducted refugee 
relief operations in Syria, Bulgaria 
anil China, the latter largely due to 
factional wars fought over various 
parts of China jh e past year. 
The two outstanding disasters at 
homo were tho Florida hurricane and 
the Mississippi Valley flood. Rehabili­ 
tation operations of the latter disaster 
nro still In progress under tho Red 
Cross. 
A national appeal for rands 
was made in both disasters, resulting 
in contributions for relief amounting 
to more than $20,000,000. 
The Mississippi flood Is tho out­ 
standing disaster In the whole history 
of the Rod Cross disaster relief serv­ 
ice. 
In this one catastrophe the or­ 
ganization raised through subscrip­ 
tions by the people of the country and 
foreign nations approximately $17,- 
000,000 for relief use. 
Aided by this 
fund it fed, clothed, sheltered or oth­ 
erwise assisted moro than 600,000 hu­ 
man beings, fed and cared for ap­ 
proximately 200.000 head of livestock 
and established 119 refugee camps. 
The 
flood 
inundated 
approximately 
20,000 square miles and affected 174 
counties in eight states. 
Some TIO.* 
OOO homeless persons were sheltered 
in Red Cross camps. When the em er­ 
gency was at its height the Red Cross 
was 
serving 
more 
than a 
million 
meals a day. 
So vast was the work imposed on 
the Red Cross and allied agencies 
ly enough, he also had a strong trace i conducting 
rehabilitation 
that

.Princess Elizabeth of York, thus unit­ 
ing the rival houses of York aud Lan­ 
caster. 
Richard III is described by Shake­ 
speare and other Sixteenth century 
writers as a dw arf hunchback. 
This 
idea Is absurd. 
No man so handi­ 
capped could have performed the per­ 
sonal feels of strength and valor that 
were ascribed to him. 
His character 
presents one of the strangest para­ 
doxes of history. 
He was conscience­ 
less, devoid of scruple or honor, fe­ 
rocious. cruel and bloodthirsty even 
for those iron times. 
Yet he was a 
wise and just king, a general second 
ti* none, a hero In battle, and of mar 
valour mental attainments.

Joan brooded over this prophecy in 
her long h ouri of solitude In fields and 
woods until she 
hypnotized 
herself 
Into the belief that she heard divine 
voices telling her she was the Holy 
Maid destined to rescue her country 
from ruin. 
At this Juncture the English cap­ 
tured Orleans, the way to all south­ 
ern France. 
Joan declared that the 
“voices” bade her to w rest Orleans 
from the Invader and to crown Charles 
at Reims. 
With this double aim in 
view, and backed by the clamor of 
popular feeling, she secured an In­ 
terview with Charles. 
To deceive lier, 
he decked out a courtier In his royal 
robes, and himself stood, disguised, In 
a remote corner. 
Joan at once saw 
through Hie Imposition. 
So Impressed 
was Charles that he gave her an army 
of about 4.7*00 men and 
sent 
her 
against Orleans. 
She had no military knowledge, no 
education of any sort. 
Yet she had 
absolute faith In her own Inspiration, 
and she Inspired her soldiers with ttie 
alm e belief. 
Incidentally, she worked 
strongly upon the superstitious fears 
of tho English, 
d a d In mail and car­ 
rying a sacred banner, she rode at the 
head of hor fanatical army, captured 
Orleans, bent the English In battle 
after battle and drove them helter­ 
skelter beyond the Loire.» Then she 
returned and assisted at Charles' cor 
O n a t Ion at Reims. 
Her double mission 
thus

pllshed, she begged leave to go back 
to her flocks and the quiet life of lur 
village. 
But Charles would not hem 
of It. 
He ennobled her and her fam­ 
ily and sent her to wrest Earls from 
the English. 
In vain she pleaded that 
the had no further divine call. Charles 
relied on the fanatic enthusiasm of 
her soldiers te sweep all before them 
So she obeyed. 
But abe was hence­ 
forth no more than a mere woman 
On September 8, 1429, she attacked

Her luck—or divine power 
—was gone. 
Soon afterward she was 
captured. 
Charles, who owed her his 
kingdom, made no effort to ransom or 
rescue her. 
The English tried her as a sorceress 
and a heretic. 
Although no crime or 
deceit could be proven against her, 
they pronounced her guilty, and on 
May 80, 1431, burned her at the stake. 
Thus died Joan of Arc, holy raartyr- 
mald, and the bravest, purest patriot 
the world has ever known.

Henry VI was weak and 
semi-imbecile. 
The powerful duke of 
York claimed descent from a brother 
of the Black prince older than the 
brother from whom Henry was de­ 
scended. 
He therefore declared him- I 
self rightful heir to the throne, and 
went to war to make good his title, j 
His followers adopted the white rose 
as their badge, while the Lancastrians 
(Henry’s adherents) wore red roses. I 
The contest thus became known as , 
“The Wars of the Roses.” It. began in 
1455 and endured oil' and on for thirty j 
years. 
The duke of Yolk was killed at the I 
Battle of Wakefield, HOO, but bis I 
three sons, Edward, George and Rich- I 
ani, kept up the strife. 
Success fell I

to one faction and then to the 
other; and

Greatest Disaster of History but 


One of I D Operations in 
Year of Calamity. 


Tornadoes headed tho list of disas­ 
ters which struck the United States 
in th*! past year, the report of Red 
Cross relief operations for the year 
ending June 30, showing 20 great 
storms. 
Floods were second on the 
list, 24 being recorded for the same 
period. 
This record does not include the 
St. Louis tornado which occurred in 
the current fiscal year, as did a num­ 
ber of other storms and disasters 
since, In which the Red Cross provid­ 
ed relief. 
Included In the list, of 111 disasters 
covered by the record of the past 
year’s relief operations of tho Red 
Cross, are earthquakes, explosions, 
mine disasters, a cloudburst, a hail­ 
storm, fires, floods, hurricanes, a rail­ 
road wreck, a scarlet fever epldem l3, 
typhoid epidemic, tornadoes, and a 
typhoon. 
Tho latter occurred In the 
Philippines, but Is included in the 
operations at home. 
In all, the Red 
Cross extended its services in 77 ma­ 
jor disasters in the United States and 
In 20 abroad, Including a hurricane 
over Havana, Cuba, and tho Isle of 
Fines, one In the Bahamas, and oth­ 
ers through various West Indian re­ 
gions, fire in Porto Rico, another in 
Haiti, earthquake* In Armenia, Japan 
aud Albania, floods in Jugo Slavia 
and Mexico. 
The organization conducted refugee 
relief operations in Syria, Bulgaria 
and China, the latter largely due to 
factional wars fought over various 
parts of Chiua jhe past year. 
The two outstanding disasters at 
homo were the Florida hurricane and 
Richard’s door, as Is the subsequent j ji1p Mississippi Valley flood. Reliable 
murder of George, duke of Clarence. . tatlon operations of the latter disaster 
Edward IV died in 1483, leaving Ills 
two 
little 
sons 
under 
Richard's 
guardianship and appointing Richard 
“Lord Protector of the Kingdom” dur­ 
ing the elder son’s minority. 
Richard thus found himself with 
only two lives between him and the 
crown of England. 
He laid his plans 
with a demoniac Ingenuity and set 
out at once to fulfill them. His first 
step was to execute on various pre­ 
texts such noblemen as were adher­ 
ents of Edward's two boys. Then, by 
lobbying, threats and false claims, he 
caused an irregular election to be held 
and had parliament proclaim him king. 
The two little princes, Edward’* sons, 
were put out of the way, presumably 
by Richard’s hired assassins, and the 
“Lord Protector,” having waded to the 
throne through his kinfolk’s blood, 
began his reign as King Richard III. 
To the surprise of ull, he governed the 
country justly and wisely. 
But the beaten Lancastrians wore 
growing restive. 
Their party's only 
remaining claimant to the crown was 
Henry Tudor, earl of Richmond, odd­ 
ly enough, he also bad a strong trace > 
of the ancient British blood, thus | 
uniting in himself the Norman and 
early English strains. 
He had been t 
banished, but In 1485 he returned to I 
England and drew to him a powerful 
faction. Richard, at the head of a ; 
large army, marched In person against : 
bim. The two force* met at Bosworth j 
on August 22, 1485. After a hotly 
contested battle, In which the king 
performed prodigies of valor, Rich­ 
mond won a decisive victory. Rich­ 
ard was slain on the field. 
Richmond 
came to the throne as Henry VII, and 
strengthened his cause by marrying 
Princess Elizabeth of York, thus unit­ 
ing the rival houses of York aud Lan­ 
caster. 
Richard III Is described by Shake­ 
speare and other Sixteenth century 
writers as a dwarf hunchback. 
This 
Idea Is absurd. 
No man so handi­ 
capped could have performed th** per­ 
sonal feats ut* strength and valor that 
were ascribed to him. 
His character 
presents one of the strangest para­ 
doxes of history. 
He was conscience­ 
less, devoid of scruple or honor, fe­ 
rocious. cruel and bloodthirsty even 
for those Iron times. 
Yet he was a 
wise and just king, a general second 
ti* none, a hero In buttle, and of mar 
valtus mental attainments. 


are still in progress under tho Red 
Cross. A national appeal for funds 
was made iii both disasters, resulting 
in contributions for relief amounting 
to more than $20,000,000. 
The Mississippi flood Is the out­ 
standing disaster In the whole history 
of the Red Cross disaster relief serv­ 
ice. 
In this one catastrophe the or­ 
ganization raised through subscrip­ 
tions by the people of the country and 
foreign nations approximately §17,- 
000,000 for relief use. 
Aided by this 
fund it fed, clothed, sheltered or oth­ 
erwise assisted more than GOO,OOO hu­ 
man beings, fed and cared for ap­ 
proximately 200,000 head of livestock 
and established 110 refugee camps. 
The Hood inundated approximately 
20,000 .square miles and affected 174 
counties In eight states. 
Some 330.- 
000 homeless persons were sheltered 
in Red Cross camps. When the emer­ 
gency was at its height the Red Cross 
was 
serving more than a million 
meals a day. 
S o vast was the work imposed on 
the 
Red 
Cross and allied agencies 
conducting 
rehabilitation 
that 
this 
phase of the flood relief task is ex­ 
pected to extend well into tin* coming 
year. 
Up to September 15, 104,441 
families In the flood zone had been 
given rehabilitation assistance by the 
Red Cross, and 1,700,000 acres of 
Hooded crop land in seven States had 
been replanted with Red Cross ald. 
There had been expended or commit­ 
ted 
for expenditure In connection 
with 
this relief and 
rehabilitation 
work a total of $15,660,000. 
The appeal for a nation-wide mem 
bership Increased to 5,000,000 adult 
members, it was pointed out, Is based 
on the realizatiou that demands on 
Red Cross service such as occasioned 
by disaster relief are increasing each 
year. 
For that reason especial im­ 
portance is lent to the Eleventh An­ 
im ii roll Call of the oi>y.ultatIon, to

I hi^d curled ids lips gave place to a 
look of awe. 
Joan of Arc’s career 
had begun. 
France and England had for cen­ 
turies been bitter foes. 
They were 
forever 
at 
war 
with 
each 
other, 


i (These

Waterloo, 
In 
1815.) 
France 
had 
been 
repeated­ 
ly beaten by the better-disciplined 
I Islanders. 
Invasion 
after 
Invasion 
i on 
tile 
part of the 
English had 
! torn away more and more French ter­ 
ritory and had annexed it to Eng­ 
land. 
Edward III had several times 
Invaded France, and his 
son, 
“the 
Black 
prince,” 
in 
the 
buttles 
of 
Crecy arid of Poitiers (1336 and 1356) 
had wrecked France’* military power. 
The Black prince has come down 
through history as the very flower of 
Chivalry; whereas, as a 
matter of 
fact, he was u brutal freebooter. 
Later, Henry V of England had fur­ 
ther subdued France, until, early In 
the Fifteenth century, England had 
conquered all the country north of the 
River Loire, and the Infant son of 
Henry V was crowned not only king 
of England but of France as well— 
France, lying helpless, almost pas­ 
sive, In the grip Of her British mas­ 
ters. 
Charles, son of the French king 
and 
rightful 
heir 
to 
the 
French 
throne, should have been crowned on 
his father’s death, but he 
had no 
genius or ambition and was content 
to spend his time In idleness and dis­ 
sipation, uncrowned, while his king­ 
dom slipped away from his nerveless 
hands. 
Affairs had reached this point when 
Joan 
of Arc appeared. 
She had 
passed lier childhood in the forest of 
Domremy, at the edge of the prov­ 
ince of Lorraine, where sh** tended 
her father’s flocks, excelled at house­ 
wifely arts and repelled all offers of 
love. 
File could neither read nor 
write. 
But she had heard of the 
prophecy made of old by the magician, 
Merlin, that France, In the hour of 
direst need, should be saved by 
a 
maiden. Tradition had added that the 
maiden should come from Domremy. 
Joan brooded over this prophecy In 
her long hours of solitude In fields and 
woods until she hypnotized 
herself 
into the belief that she heard divine 
voices telling her she was the Holy 
Maid destined to rescue her country 
from ruin. 
At this juncture the English cap­ 
tured Orleans, the way to all south­ 
ern France. 
Joan declared that the 
“voices” bade her to wrest Orleans 
from the invader and to crown Charles 
at Helms. 
With this double aim In 
view, and backed by the clamor of 
popular feeling, she secured an in­ 
terview with Charles. To deceive her, 
he decked out a courtier in his royal 
robes, and himself stood, disguised, in 
a remote corner. 
Joan at once saw 
through the Imposition. So Impressed 
was charles that he gave her an army 
of about 4.500 men and sent her 
against Orleans. 
She had no military knowledge, no 
education of any sort. 
Yet she had 
absolute faith in her own inspiration, 
and she Inspired her soldiers with the 
tame belief. 
Incidentally, she worked 
strongly upon the superstitious fears 
of the English. OlRd In mull and car­ 
rying a sacred banner, she rode at the 
head of her fanatical army, captured 
Orleans, bent the English In battle 
after battle and drove them helter­ 
skelter beyond the Loire.» Then she 
returned and assisted at Charles’ cor­ 
onation at Reims. 
Her double mission thus accom­ 
plished, she begged leave to go back 
to her flocks and the quiet life of lur 
village. 
But Charles would not heat* 
of It. 
He ennobled her and her fam­ 
ily and sent her to wrest Paris from 
th* English.. In vain she pleaded that 
she had no further divine call. Charles 
relied on the fanatic enthusiasm of 
her soldiers to sweep all before them. 
So she obeyed. 
But she was hence­ 
forth no more than a mere woman. 
On September 8, 1429, she attacked 
Paris, 
but 
was 
beaten 
back 
and 
wounded. Her luck—or divine power 
—was gone. 
Soon afterward she was 
captured. 
Charles, who owed her his 
kingdom, made no effort to ransom or 
rescue her. 
The English tried her as a sorceress 
and a heretic. 
Although no crime or 
deceit could be proven against her, 
they pronounced ber guilty, aud on 
May 30, 1481, burned her at the stake. 
Thus died Joan of Arc, holy martyr- 
mald, and the bravest, purest patriot 
Ute world has ever known.
